4948 IS UP TO US 


. As we face the New Year most of us seem to lack the 
optimism and confidence which was so evident a year 
ago. Ever increasing prices and.critical shortages in some 
eommodities have created a longing to ‘*get back to nor- 
“mal,’’ a phrase which we roll from our tongues with prac- 
ticed ease; a phrase oft repeated but seldom given ser- 
ious thought. Actually ‘getting back to normal’’ now, in 
the sense most of us think we mean, would cause some- 
thing of a revolution. 

In ‘getting back to normal’’ most people hazily re- 
member some happy exisence prior to the war. To the 
economist, ‘‘ getting back to normal’' would mean _get- 
ting back to the 1939 price level and all it implied. Let us 
consider a moment of our position in 1939:—think hard! 

Early in 1939 you were probably. wondering where your 
boy leaving university was going to find employment. 


Probably you were keeping his younger brother in High. 


School another year because he couldn’t find anything 
else to do. Were you any too secure in your own job? Ac- 
. ‘tually there were one-half million people unemployed in 
Western farmers were receiving about 52c per bushel 
for their wheat at the elevator, just about the cost of 
production, and good old 72¢ butter was bringing «from 
156 to 26c per lb. Farmers looked longingly at lighting 
plants and water systems but couldn’t quite afford to 
buy them. The farm mortgage was pretty well holding its 
own while the farmer struggled with the interest. Ac- 
tually the past six”years have cleared off 75% of these 
mortgages and farmers are enjoying a better standard of 
living than at any time in our history. 

Few business men would swap their business position 
in 1939 for what they enjoy now, just éffer them the 1939 
value and see, 

Perhaps most of us are a little afraid of the future, but 
if instead of price control, we could only practice nation- 
al self-control; if, instead of clawing frantically at our 

_ fellowmen, each striving to sit at the top of the spiral, we 
could be content to sit on a level with them; if, asa na- 
tion, we were willing to trade as well as sell, then we could 
look forward with confidence, eagerness and pride 
through the open door to 1943 instead of looking ‘‘back- 
ward’’ to ‘‘normal.’’ 


THOSE WHO FOOL US MAY YET RULE US 


Some years ago one of Canada’s.most respected politi- 
cal leaders discovered that many communists had found 
their way into his party and were making thei? influence 
felt in the party councils. He declared his intention of 
purging them from the party. But that was not easy, for 
he had no way of knowing who were communits and who 
were not, : 

At that time the present writer asked a known com- 
munist why he continued to support a party that did not 
want him, and whose philosophy he did not accept. His 
reply was amazingly frank. He said: ‘‘ We will continue 
to support that party so long as we can make use of them 
We are not concerned about their philosophy, Our aim is 
to get them to adopt our tactics; to stir up discontent, 
dissension and distrust. As long as we can keep them do- 
ing that, they will be preparing the ground for commun- 
ism, and if they should get into power, we. will know how 
to ditch their amiable leaders and take control ourselves’’ 

Herg is a challenge to our democracy, the like of which 
it has never faced before. Stated briefly it is this: to 
create such distrust and confusion in the minds of the 
people that they will not be akle to think clearly, will not 


listen to reason, and will.become an easy prey to those 
who know how to handle them. 
The success of a democracy depends on the under- 


standing and the loyalty of its citizens. The success of 
the communists in their efforts to destroy democracy de- 
pends on the confusion and disloyalty they can create 
among its citizens. If they sueceed in fooling us, they may 
succeed in ruling us. 

We are strongly of the opinion that this werld in the 
future, as in the past, will be ruled by the men who can 
do it. Are we going to allow the communists to do it? The 
answer rests with us as individual citizens. If we count- 
enance their kind of tactics in any political party we are 
playing into their hands and helping them to win.

Says 


ALTERNATIVES, TO. AUSTERITY 


By Joseph Lister Ratledge 

Tt is rather easy to become con- 
fused by the apparent contradictions 
of these days. We ape producing more 
than we have ever produced, about 
$12 billion all told, Our industrial 
production is 10% above last year, 
Our exports are at a record peace- 
time level. Bmployment is at a max- 
imum, Yet, in ‘the face of these cir- 
cumstances we find ourselves faced 
by sharp restrictions that border on 
austerity. 

Yet it should not be too difficult to 
understand, Mr. R. 8. Waldie, Pres- 
ident of the Imperial Bank of Can- 
ada in his annual address explained 
it simply enough, We are trying to 
do too many things in too much of a 
hurry and at too little personal sac- 
rifice. “We are trying to rebuild in- 
ventories, repair war damage and ex- 
ecute all the projects deferred in the 
war years, If we continue to attempt 
it we are bound to failb—Unless there 
are unexpectedly great increases in 
output per man-hour, we cannot pro- 
duce all we are asking to consume 
and ‘build all the houses and the fac- 
tories, and do all the re-equipping of 
them we have planned, and at the 
same time export enough to pay for 
our imports and implements, our 
undertakings to the United Kingdom 
and other allied countries. The diffi- 
culty of accomplishing our programs 
has been increased by the inadequate 
output per worker.” 

This statement is simple enough, 
either on its face or in its implica- 
tions. We must either demand and 
uge less, leas than we can pay for, or 
we must produce more, and as em- 
ployment is at such a high level, that 
Suggests more per man-hour, Our 
difficulties arise from the fact that 
we have not been ready to accept 
either alternative, We have not pro- 
duced more per worker, but, rather 
less and for higher wages. We have 
not been satisfied to do without. We 
bid high for goods inducing higher 
prices and new wage demands. Where 
the goods were not available at home 
we made up the deficiency by pur- 
chasing from the United States. We 
had goods to sell to the United States 
but we wanted more of them too, So 
instead of attempting to approximate 
a balance in'our purchases and sales, 
we steadily widened a gap between 
them and had to pay the difference 
in US: dollars. In this process we 
have reduced the balance necessary 
to protect our essential purchases of 
coal and gil and other commodities 
to a dangerous level. 


It is significant that federal party
